Gillett said that a constituent's trunk 
had been taken to his office but that it 
had no liquor in it.

Speaker Gillett then made a state- 


ment to the committee under oath. 
He said .that In the'Spring of 1922 he 
had heard and denied the report that a 
"trunk of liquor" had come to his of- 
fice. An investigation found, he said, 
that a trunk from which liquor had 
been removed had been sent to his of- 
fice for a constituent in 1910. "This 
was "before the Volstead law, but it 
was against the law to transport liquor 
through dry territory," the 
Speaker 


said, adding that the party who owned 
the trunk, a very distinguished citizen 
of.Springfield, Mass., had been on a 
:fishing cruise' and had ."six bottles of 
liquor in the trunk."

for a tunnel through the Continental Divide between Gilpin 
and Grand counties, Colroado. The tunnel would be known 
as the Moffat tunnel and would be built approximately 9200 
feet above the sea. 


Eclipsing the engineering magnitude of the project is the 


economic effect such a tunnel would have upon heretofore 
inaccessible undeveloped regions rich in natural resources. 
Sections of Northwest Colorado, Southwest Wyoming and 
Northwest Utah, now without adequate transfortation facili- 
ties, would be brought into intimate contact with domestic 
markets. 


The project is one of the most ambitious proposed in yexrs, 


and the government should lend its wholehearted support tc 
the movement, which would add millions of dollars assessed 
valuation to the territories producing in the United States.
